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the Church of God. This is also true of all the 

Pentecostal movement; the Pentecostal faith 
and divine healing are inexorably joined together. For 
this reason, some have called us “charismatic sects,” 
charisma being the Greek word of gifts—specifically 
the spiritual gifts referred to in 1 Corinthians 12:- 
4-11. 

Cur faith in divine healing is not a hollow dogma or 
a morbid illusion; it is well founded on Scripture, 
reason, and experience. The bases of our faith are 
scriptural, historic, and pragmatic. 

In order to understand the part divine healing has 
played in the Church of God we must begin with the 
history of the Church. The Scriptures and the rea- 
soning followed. 

In 1896 a very marvelous thing happened in the hill 
country of western North Carolina and eastern Ten- 
nessee. A mighty outpouring of the Holy Ghost oc- 
curred in which those who received this baptism were 
marvelously wrought upon by the power of God. The 
little band of holiness folks—the earliest Church of 
God members—were neither seeking nor expecting 
such a wonderful thing. They had simply withdrawn 
themselves from the established churches and were 
worshiping God according to their understanding of 
the Word and will of God. It was only after the out- 
pouring had occurred that the believers were able to 
identify their experience with the Baptism of the 
Holy Spirit that is recorded in the book of Acts. 

Simultaneous with this outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost, according to our earliest records, many mar- 
velous healings occurred. This too was an unexpected 
and unanticipated blessing from the Lord. Many who 
were ill were made well when the Spirit came upon 
them; infirmities and diseases disappeared from many 
as they were exercised by the Spirit. These healings 
were jubilantly accepted as manifestations of the pow- 
er of God. 


Every instinct in man leads him to cry out to God 
for deliverance when he is racked by pain or malady. 
Our early people did this spontaneously, and God 
healed them. The experience of healing, just as the 
experience of the Holy Ghost baptism, drove the hum- 
ble worshipers to their Bibles. Our earliest record of 
these things states tersely: “The power of healing was 
soon realized, and a number of miraculous cases of 
healings were wrought by the power of God. The peo- 
ple knew but little about the Bible but they prayed, 
and shouted and exhorted until hundreds of hard sin- 
ners were converted.” The witness of the healings 
worked side by side with the witness of the Holy Ghost 
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outpouring to bring these unsaved persons to repent- 
ance. 

These people knew nothing of divine healing. They 
had not been taught such things in the established de- 
nominations. There were Catholic shrines such as 
Lourdes (where miraculous healings were reported to 
have occurred since 1858) to be sure, but these people 
knew nothing of this. They were convinced by the 
Scriptures that divine healing is to be expected among 
God’s people today just as it was in Bible days, so 
they began immediately to trust God for their healing 
and to ask for and expect miraculous cures. Some 
of the earliest men are remembered even today as 
having been particularly effective in praying for the 
afflicted. Those who still live have told me of mar- 
velous healings that occurred then. 

Sometimes an overzealous person or group might 
denounce physicians and medicines, but the only con- 
sistent faith was that God has provided healing of 
bodies as well as salvation of souls for those who will 
accept it. Healing from God is regarded a privilege 
rather than a mandate, even though some did feel 
that they were enjoined personally to trust God ab- 
solutely with their bodies. 


A SEARCH OF RECORDS reveals that every signi- 
ficant revival in the history of the Church of God 
has been attended by marvelous cases of healing. Thus 
it has come to be part and parcel of Church of God 
faith and practice. Any minister who claims to have 
the Baptism of the Holy Ghost is expected to pray 
the prayer of faith for the sick. Our pastors are sub- 
ject to being called day or night to the bedside of 
some stricken member or friend of the Church who 
thought first of all of prayer for deliverance. For a 
long while special services were designated as “‘healing 
services,” in which the preacher preached on divine 
healing and then prayed for the sick, or else the 
people gathered to tarry before the Lord in prayer 
concerning the healing of some stricken member. 

Through the years it has been Church of God custom 
to do all these things. Most ministers of any experience 
can relate marvelous miracles they have seen. During 
the years of my pastorate I have seen persons healed 
of tumors, broken bones, epilepsy, brain concussion, 
rheumatic fever, and other sicknesses. All these things 
were, and should be, commonplace among Christian 
believers. 

As I have pointed out, the early Church of God 
people searched their Bibles as a result of the earliest 
healings that occurred. The experience came first and 
then the understanding. They did not first imagine a 
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thing and then try to convince themselves that they 
had discovered it. Having witnessed miraculous heal- 
ings, however, they were able to understand such 
Scriptures as Mark 16:17, 18. 

And these signs shall follow them that be- 


lieve; ... they shall lay hands on the sick, 
and they shall recover. 

Is any sick among you? let him call for 
the elders of the church; and let them pray 
over him, anointing him with oil in the name 
of the Lord: And the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall raise him 
up; and if he have committed sins, they shall 
be forgiven him (James 5:14, 15). 


Who forgiveth all thine iniquities; who heal- 
eth all thy diseases (Psalm 103:3). 
and many others to numerous to list here. 
Not immediately but eventually, such scriptures as 
John 14:12-14 could be understood: 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that be- 
lieveth on me, the works that I do shall he 
do also; and greater works than these shall 
he do; because I go unto my Father. And 
whatsoever ye shall ask in my name, that will 
I do, that the Father may be glorified in the 
Son. If ye shall ask any thing in my name, I 
will do it. 
If the believer in Christ should do the works that 
Christ did, then certainly miraculous healings will 
attend the Pentecostal ministry. The problem of great- 
er works than those of Christ is exceedingly diffi- 
cult to understand, particularly since the imagination 
of man cannot conceive miracles that exceed those 
wrought by Christ. Our understanding is that he 
meant “greater in scope” rather than “greater in 
kind.” Since it is impossible to do works of a greater 
type than He did, we can only do works greater in 
volume than He did. Christ was only one who went 
about inspiring faith, accomplishing miraculous cures, 
and overcoming the works of Satan. Those who now 
follow in His steps number into the thousands and 
can therefore multiply many times under God the 
accomplishments of Christ while He was on earth. 
Such Scriptures as John 15:7, 
If ye abide in me, and my words abide in 
you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it shall 
be done unto you, 
give affirmation that under God and by His power 
we can receive of Him all good things. 


IT MUST BE POINTED out, however, that the 
Church of God has always believed in divine healing as 
contrasted to faith healing. Many accuse us of be- 
lieving in faith healing, which is untrue. Without 
being accused of oversimplification, I would like to 
point out that faith healing generally presupposes 
that the disease is in the mind or the emotions rather 
than some organic disorder. The only thing necessary 
to effect a cure in such an instance as this is to in- 
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spire the faith and confidence of the afflicted person. 
The faith then routs the imaginary ill. The thought 
of faith healing becomes more elaborate than this 
simple explanation, but the basic thought is always 
the same: that it is the individual’s faith that effects 
the necessary cure, for faith has its own therapeutic 
value. 

Divine healing, on the other hand, ascribes all the 
power to Christ. Faith is only the vehicle which re- 
leases the healing power of the Lord. He performs 
the healing according to His will and wisdom in 
response to that faith which we manifest. It is only 
because of this that infants or persons unconscious 
may be healed through intercessory prayer rather 
than by individual faith. This happened many times 
both in the Scriptures and in the history of the 
Church of God. 

Now that we have noted the historic basis of our 
belief and the scriptural basis of it, let us notice the 
pragmatic basis. Pragmatism is a system of thought 
whereby a philosophy of faith is judged as true or 
false according to its consequence or practicality. In 
other words, pragmatism asks the question, “Does it 
work?” If it works it is right, and if it does not work 
it is not right. Then I declare without equivocation 
that divine healing is historic, scriptural, and prag- 
matic. It works. It works today as much as it worked 
in Bible days. Where divine healings are not seen, 
it is due to a lapse of faith on the part of those that 
believe. Pentecost and divine healing belong together 
as much today as they did at the turn of the century 
and as much as they did in the days of the Apostles. 
Divine healing is true because we know it works. 


Of course many people claim to be healed who are 
not. This is an inevitable matter, but, can we discard 
divine healing because of this? Certainly many are 
only sick in imagination and are readily “healed” by 
faith, but shall this make us doubt when God does 
perform a miracle? Unbelievers, through the years, 
have hurled these accusations and questions at us, 
but still the Church of God holds fast its faith in 
divine healing. It is not an easy thing to believe this, 
for believing it demands proof; proof demands knowl- 
edge and experience. The knowledge can be obtained 
by thorough and careful study of God’s Word, and 
experience can be obtained through the sacrifice of 
fasting and prayer—much fasting and prayer. Divine 
healing is warp and woof of our Pentecostal heritage. 
We must cherish it and prove it by understanding 
the Word of God and by experience through sacrifice 
and faith. 

This, more than any day before us, is a time that 
calls for positive, active faith in the supernatural pow- 
er of God. We must not be guided by logic or science 
falsely so called. Our faith is in the supernatural 
power of God. We have proved it and we must con- 
tinue to prove it—scripturally, historically, and prag-

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The Christian and His Church 
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OD HAS NOWHERE placed on the human 

heart such a high trust as the ministry of the 

gospel. We do not think lightly of the respon- 
Sibility of the statesman, the soldier or the teacher, 
neither should we think lightly of “the stewards of 
the manifold grace of God” who stand in the Sav- 
iour’s place and speak in His name. His grace is not 
given to Christians merely for their own personal en- 
joyment, but that they may use the gift of God’s 
grace to benefit the whole Church and for the purpose 
of leading others to Christ. 

Christian stewardship, therefore, is: 

a. The acknowledgement of God’s ownership of the 
earth and all things therein. In Genesis 1:1, we read, 
“In the beginning God created the heaven and earth,” 
and in Psalm 24:1, we read, “The earth is the Lord’s, 
and the fulness thereof.” 

b. The acceptance of our trusteeship of life and 
its possessions. 

c. The management and administration of life’s 
possessions according to the plan and purpose of God. 

Man is a steward. All he is and has is a trust 
from God. Here is a New Testament illustration of 
Christian stewardship: 

The Lord said, “A certain nobleman went into a far 
country to receive for himself a kingdom, and to re- 
turn. And he called his ten servants, and delivered 
them ten pounds, and said unto them, Occupy till I 
come” (Luke 19:12, 13). All that is asked or expected 
is faithfulness to a small trust, the conscientious use of 
a little sum committed to each for his use. Christ asks 
that we employ for Him only what we have received 
from Him. It is here that we prove our loyalty to 
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Him. This parable sets before us the contrasted re- 
sults of using, or failing to use, for Christ that which 
is committed to our trust. 

In the parable one servant neglected to use his 
pound, and upon the king’s return, he took the un- 
used gift from him. This teaches us that the heart 
that refuses to love and serve Christ loses the ca- 
pacity for such love and service. It is not difficult to 
serve one that you love. Christian stewardship in- 
volves our responsibility to Christ. What we do is to 
be done because we love Him and for His sake. We are 
told in the parable that when the nobleman returned 
he called the servants in for an accounting, “that he 
might know how much every man had gained” (verse 
15). The first servant said “Lord, thy pound hath 
gained ten pounds.” The nobleman said, “Well, thou 
good servant: because thou hast been faithful in a 
very little, have thou authority over ten cities” (verse 
17). The second servant said, “Lord, thy pound hath 
gained five pounds.” The nobleman said, “Be thou also 
over five cities” (verses 18, 19). The third servant said, 
“Lord, behold, here is thy pound” (verse 20). He said, 
“I was afraid to put it to use in your name and for 
your sake.” The nobleman said, “Out of thine own 
mouth will I judge thee” (verse 22). If the parable 
of the pounds refer to inward grace which is im- 
parted to all Christians, then it teaches’ us that all of 
us should seek opportunities for doing good. 

The Scripture declares that we should “Render 
therefore unto Caesar the things which are Caesar’s; 
and unto God the things that are God’s” (Matthew 
22:21). This should be done by setting apart a portion 
of our time, talents and finance for the work of 
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the Lord. God says, “And all the tithe of the land, 
whether of the seed of the land, or of the fruit of 
the tree, is the Lord’s: it is holy unto the Lord 
. .. the tenth shall be holy unto the Lord” (Leviticus 
27:30, 32). “Bring ye all the tithes into the storehouse, 
that there may be meat in mine house, and prove 
me now herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, if I will 
not open you the windows of heaven, and pour you 
out a blessing, that there shall not be room enough 
to receive it” (Malachi 3:10). 

The Lord not only wants His; He wants you. No 
workman has more right over his product than Christ. 
“For we are his workmanship, created in Christ Je- 
sus unto good works, which God hath before ordained 
that we should walk in them” (Ephesians 2:10). So 
the Christian should say, “God gives me my life; I 
must consecrate it to Him. He gives me my time; I 
must use it for His glory. He gives me my voice; I must 
testify of His marvelous grace. He enables me to earn 
money; I must give my tithes and offerings through 
His church to promote His cause.” Can we, who, 


through His poverty, have become rich sing, “Jesus 
Paid It All” and refuse to give Him a reasonable 
portion of our time, talents and finance? A Chris- 
tian must give an account to God; this will include 
life and all its possessions. 


It is not what you receive that may benefit you 
most; it is the way you use it. “Upon the first day 
of the week let every one of you lay by him in store, 
as God hath prospered him” (1 Corinthians 16:2). 
The Scriptures plainly teach that we shall give an 
account to God for material and spiritual blessings 
received, of the time measured to us, and for the 
message of salvation. 


So when that day for which all days have been 
made has finally come, and all is solemnity; when 
heaven is opened with all its splendor and hell dis- 
closes its fiery depth from the eyes of mortal man; 
will the angel of mercy bear your soul heavenward, 
or will despair seize it and drag it downward? Every- 
thing depends on your faithfulness to God. 
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ON JUNE 7, I LEFT to begin my 
portion of visitation to some of our 
camp meetings along with the 
Chorus from the Church of God 
Home for Children. I had not un- 
dertaken a responsibility such as 
this since I have been at the Home. 
We visited several churches in 
Texas prior to the camp meeting, 
and were, also, honored to be in 
Carlsbad, New Mexico, for service 
one night. All of these local visits 
were greatly enjoyed by the entire 
party. 

The Texas Camp Meeting was 
one of the greatest that I have 
ever attended. I have been going 
to camp meeting since the early 
thirties, and I believe that this was 
one of the greatest, if not the 
greatest that I have ever attended. 
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Brother McCarn and Brother 
Symes had made their plans and 
so arranged the program that it 
made the Chorus and all parties 
concerned feel perfectly at home. 
We enjoyed the most outstanding 
messages of the various speakers 
that I have witnessed, at least in 
a number of years. Texas went all 
out to make us happy. They showed 
a display of sheets and pillow cases 
that they had secured for the 
Home. They gave 1,181 sheets and 
351 pairs of pillow cases. This is 
outstanding and will be of great 
assistance to us. 

Our next camp meeting was in 
Oklahoma. We were there only one 
night and day, but the services 
were above what I had previously 
attended for the beginning of a 
camp meeting. The tabernacle was 
filled both with people and with 
the presence of God. Brother 
Thompson and his co-workers cer- 
tainly had everything in readiness, 
and we enjoyed being in their camp 
meeting very much. 

We were then scheduled to at- 
tend the Tennessee Camp Meeting. 
We had been in rain several days 
and nights while in the West, and 
five of our girls were sick, so we 
were able to attend only on Friday 
night, yet it was enjoyable. Even 
though the Tennessee people have 


heard the Chorus numbers of 
times, they are always anxious to 
hear our girls again. They had 
wonderful speakers, and I am sure 
pny bend meeting was a blessing 
o all. 

From Tennessee we went to West 
Virginia. The camp meeting was 
held in a lovely auditorium in 
Charleston. This being the first 
time the majority of the girls had 
been in that state made it a great 
attraction to the people of West 
Virginia. To say that we had a fine 
camp meeting would be making it 
very mild. Brother Williams, the 
overseer, along with the youth di- 
rector and ministers were at their 
best. The people of the local church 
opened their doors to us, and we 
enjoyed their fellowship. We also 
enjoyed one of the greatest camp 
meetings that we had attended.

Let us look at the situa- 
tion upon the earth: distress of 
nations with perplexity, countries 
with internal strife, the threat of 
communism at almost every door 
and with thousands starving to 
death. Now notice the words in 
Luke 21:26: “Men’s hearts failing 
them for fear, and for looking af- 
ter those things which are coming 
on the earth.” Never have we 
seen heart conditions as we have 
them now. I say men are looking 
and worrying more about unem- 
ployment than about the coming 
of Jesus. Men are thinking and pre- 
paring for the next decade, not 
about Jesus coming again. Some- 
times I think the church gets 
moved with some of these things, 


but I hear Luke as he says, “Lift 
up your heads; for your redemp- 
tion draweth nigh.” Surely, we 
should be concerned about the 
problems at home and abroad, but 
not to the extent that it will cause 
us to forget His return. 


Jesus made an emphatic state- 
ment in John 14:3, “I will come 
again.” He didn’t stop with that 
statement alone, but added, “... 
and receive you unto myself; that 
where I am, there ye may be also.” 
This is a promise, and I believe it 
is true, for His Word is truth. “For 
the law was given by Moses, but 
grace and truth came by Jesus 
Christ” (John 1:17). 


B. The Acceptance of This Truth 
Induces: 


1. Self-purification. “And every 
man that hath this hope in him 











purifieth himself, even as he is 
pure” (1 John 3:3). 

Too many times the ministry 
feels it must preach on stewardship 
and obedience, and the ministry 
most likely is right; but, if our 
people had a vision of the coming 
of Jesus Christ, we could preach 
more on salvation and the Holy 
Ghost. I can remember when some 
of the people I lived with and near 
to, prayed and lived like Jesus was 
coming that very hour. This was 
indictive of the first church re- 
corded in Acts 2:42-47. 

I believe if we, the ministry and 
the laity, believed more in this 
great subject, we wouldn’t have to 
preach tithing, praying, sacrifice, 
stewardship and church attend- 
ance. If we really believed He was 
coming, we would tithe and attend 
church every service, praying for a 
great revival to see our land healed 
and boys and girls repenting and 
turning to God. 


2. Accepting this truth will cause 
men to live holy, consecrated and 
dedicated lives to God and before 
the world. Remember in Matthew’s 
Gospel, a cry was made; “Behold, 
the bridegroom cometh; go ye out 
to meet him. Then all those vir- 
gins arose and trimmed their 
lamps.” 


C. It Inspires Watchfulness and 
Constancy. 

Jesus warns us in Matthew 24, 
“Take heed that no man deceive 


you.” I have seen those who are 
torn between opinions, who are in 
valleys of decision, or who are just 
shopping around, wondering which 
way to go. Jesus wants us to be 
active and working for Him while 
it is yet day. 1 Thessalonians 5:6 
says, “Let us not sleep .. . but be 
sober.” Remember, what I speak 
now will be listed as a sermon, 
but it will be reality one of these 
days. 1 John 2:28 says, “Abide in 
him; that, when he shall appear, 
we may have confidence, and not 
be ashamed before him at his 
coming.” 


You talk about embarrassment— 
that is, when someone has been 
caught with the goods. It will be 
too late for some to change then, 
because He isn’t coming except to 
catch away the saints. You won’t 
have time to be reconciled to your 
brother, sister, pastor or church. 
It will be too late to get sancti- 
fied or to pay your back tithes. 
Can you face Him just now? Sup- 
pose He would appear right now! 
Oh hallelujah! I feel that comfort 
of the Holy Ghost! 


D. It Challenges Backslider to Re- 
turn. 


What about it, backsliders? I 
hope many of you will be reading 
this article—not because I wrote it, 
but because it might cause you to 
think. And you who are backslidden 
in heart would do well to think of 
this also. Romans 13:11 tells us 


“And that, knowing the time, that 
now it is high time to awake out 
of sleep: for now is our salvation 
nearer than when we believed.” 

Do you remember the years you 
spent with Christ? We are nearer 
His coming now than we were 
then. Come back and put on the 
armour of light. Think of the 
Scripture found in 2 Thessalonians 
1:9 “. . . punished with everlasting 
destruction from the presence of 
the Lord.” 


E. It Is a Stay in Adversity and 
Bereavement (1 Thessalonians 
4:16). 

Read 1 Thess. 4:16 over and 
over again. The Lord Himself—not 
another—shall descend from heav- 
en—not in the desert or a closet, 
but heaven—with a shout of vic- 
tory, with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first—not everyone; only the 
dead in Christ. Think of it! Then 
the transition in the next verse. 
“Then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and so shall 
we ever be with the Lord” (1 Thes- 
salonians 4:17). 


“If we suffer, we shall also reign 
with him: if we deny him, he also 
will deny us” (2 Timothy 2:12). 
Are you ready to meet the Lord?

AR UP IN THE Andes Moun- 
] tains, in a little town called 
Chiquian (Chee-kee-ahn) 
is a precious group of Church of 
God believers. (Picture number one. 
Sister Alzamora is in the second 
row, center.) Although it is ‘only 
around 400 kilometers from Lima” 
it takes the missionaries a day and 
a half to get there by automobile, 
for the winding mountain roads are 
in bad condition. 

The believers in Chiquian were 
so hungry for the gospel that they 
begged us with tears not to leave 
them. Seven young people gave 
their hearts to the Lord and two 
are planning to enter the Bible 
School. 

Peones (laborers) chew coca 
leaves while resting after lunch 
(number two). Their mouths are 
full like the tobacco chewers in the 
United States. Without the coca 
they refuse to work even if they 
are offered higher wages. Coca is 
the plant from which cocaine is 
extracted. This habit is extremely 
detrimental to the body because 
they are able to resist fatigue, hun- 
ger and cold without eating or 
sleeping or resting normally. 

The backward type of plow is 
used widely in the Andes. (Sister 
Alzamora and a young ministerial 
student show the plow, number 
three). 

Below the town in the valley of 
Chiplian runs a new road which 
will eventually penetrate the jun- 
gle on the other side of the Andes. 
The people suffer greatly to get a 
living from the land. They culti- 
vate small plots in terraces on the 
beautiful mountain sides (number 
four).
